TUUKO-KUSSIAN ALLIANCK. 

rhe most Btdrtling news of the week 
was the announcement in the Pall Mall 
Gtzette that an ofiensive and defensive 
alliance had been formed between Riis- 
Ri£, and Turkey. The information is 
nsrtly conlirmed to-day, \\ letter from 
thft " Speai;er's" corrcHpondent at Con- 
sttntinople, in which the writer decla res 
tlut the Russo-Turkish treaty is an ac- 
tiuil fact, although it does not exist on 
ptper. 

The corresi)ondcnt adds -. " liussia is 
absolutely master of the situation, and 
it is believed here tliat the onorniotis 
b/ickslieesli sent by the Sultan to the 
Czar, valued at .tlii.jll.OOO, including one 
olthe most famous jewels in the Imjier- 
ial collection, market the secret 
ticaty of alliance by wliich Russia 
giaraotecs the integrity of the 
Ottoman empire, and agrees to assist in 
t}:e restoration of order in Kurdistan 



and also in the defence of the Dardtm- 
elles. This, the correspondent adds, is 
the end of tlie interference of the pow- 
ers, a triumph for Russia and the de- 
feat and humiliation of Great Britain. 

In ministerial cindcs it is believed 
thai Sir Philip Currie, the British am- 
bassador to Turkey, has been recalled, 
and tluit this action is duo to the fact 
that ho has l)een overreached and dis- 
credited in Constantinoi)le. It is be- 
lieved tlic cabinet yesterday discussed 
the matter for the first time, although 
the news of the comjiact must have been 
in Lord Salisbury's possession for two 
weeks. 

CANADIAN MILITIA DEPENCKS. 

Col. [jake, the Canadian (]uarternias- 
ter-gencral, has iirrived in London m 
connection with tb(: jilans to strengtbeii 
the Canadian militia defences. He has, 
since his arrival here, bet^n in (•(instaiu 
eominunication witli the Canadian ollice 
and the details cif his mission are iiaur- 
ally l;epf secret. It is believed that the 
jilans under consideration are not due to 
the war scare, hut to the propositions 
iiiade lonj,' lielore the famous message of 
President Cleveland. 

The liftieth anniversary of the iip|)ear- 
ance of the Daily News was celebrated 
last Tuesday, when a face simile of the 
first humber, wbicli made its appear- 
ance on Jan. 24, 1846, with Cliarles 
Dickens as its editor was issued. It.'i 
editorial office then occupied the site of 
the present handsome building in Bou- 
verie street, but the old edi- 
tice has since Ijeen taken down. 
The special fealiires of the anniversary 
number of the .Touriial were numerous, 
interesting reminiscences of the old lit- 
erary circle which Dickens gathered 
around him and bis methods of conduct- 
ing a daily papec. Among these is an 
account by T. B. Britton of the early 
days in the paper's life. 

I'RINCE ilENUY OF BATTENBERG. 

The death of Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg was the direct cause of the post- 
ponement of the review of the liying 
sijiiadron off Osborne House, Isle of 
Wiglit. The (itieeii and her daughter, 
Princess Beatrice, were immediately 
prostrated witli grief, and every court 
lunction arranged was cancelled. 

An amateur performance of Pinero's, 
"The Money Spinner," \vas given by 
meinbers ot the court and was witnessed 
by the Queen, Princess Beatrice, and 
others of the Royal family and all tiie 
ladies and gentlemen of Her Majesty's 
household. The Queen greatly 
enjoyed the piece and so did 
the i'rincess, little knowing that about 
tiie time the perfoimance commenced 
her husband was lireathing bis last at 
sea ; in fact the Quel!!! and the Princess 
were so deligiiteci witii the w ork of the 
amateur actors and actresses that in- 
structions were issued for another per- 
formance, 

THE COPYRIGHT QUESTION. 

Hall Caine, the author, will make his 
rejtort at the meeting of the authors' 
society on Monday. In this he ventures 
the opinion that nothing in the Yenez- 
uela iind Transvaal i|Uestions can be 
found more likely to breed serious ' 
international and colonial dis- 
putes than the Canadian copyright 
question. He jioints out the ])ower that 
Canada lias to embroil England in a 
(piarrel througli unfriendly legislation 
towards the United States and explains 
Ikjw a compromise may be brought about 
between the diflTerent interests. 

INClti:ASi: OK (iEUMAN NAVY. 

A project is being considered by the 
Gi'riuan Emperor and Cabinet of pro- 
viding for a formidable increase of the 
tiernian navy. It is well known that 
His Majesty has long wished to do this 
but the refusal of the reiclistag to vote 
llie necessary funds has rendered the 
scheme impossible up to the present. 
Recent events, however, especially theat- 
titude of Great Britain towards Geriiiaiiy, 
iiave, it is said, ripened the plan to ac- 
complish the extension of the navy, j 
without the grant of a large sum of 
money by the Reichstag. The Emperor, 
during the past fortnight, has had a 
number of conferences with the authori- 
ties on colonial allaira v.'itli reference to 
the position and needs of the German 
colonics coniiiared with the national 
naval resources, and tlie inadequacy 
of the (iernian navy, j)articularly 
in lirst class ironclads and cruis- 
ers, to maintain Germany's preten- 
sions as a colonitil jiower, was generally 
recognized. This year's budget shows 
but, a small item for new battleshiji.s, 
and the jiresent reiclistag, which ex- 
pires in ISD.S, will not vote lai-ge sums 
for the navy. Therefore, in order to 
overcome the difliculvy thus pre- 
sented, it is proi>osed to raise 
a loan of 300,000,000 marks, 
the means for which are to 
be obtained by the conversion of the 
four per cent, funds into jier cent. 
His Majesty sounded the party leaders of 
the Reichstag and Diet during recent 
fetes and received encouraging replies. 
Dr. Miqitel. minister of finance, was fav- 
orable to the scheme but Prince Hohen- 
lolie, chancellor, and several other min- 
isters are op|)oseil to it, 

Tlie Turkish embassy in London has 
])iil)lisht*(l an otlieial denial of the Pall 
Mall (ia/.ette's account of the treaty be- 
tween Russia and Turkey, The rejire- 
aentatives of the Ottoman Kinjiire in 
Eni,dand say the report is absolutely un- 
founded. 



Another ttiit Invention to Deceive 
the Electors— Aiiytliingr to ' 
Beat Sir Charles. 



Tlie New Ail.jntaiit General— Eenie- 
ilial Bill Not Yet Before tlie 
Privy Council. 



(Krom Our Own Correspondent.) 
OrrAWA, Jan, 25.— A report was ciir-' 

rent to-day tliat three meniljers of the 
caliinet had resigiieil. There was not :i 
woiil of truth in it, it being a fiction 
started by the (Irits to aliect Sir Charles 
Tapper's election. The Grits are strain- 
ing every nerve to defeat Sir Charles. 
They have sent .^47.000 into the county 
with the object, if possible, of corrupt- 
ing the electors. 

Politicians who are anxious to secure 
the a])poiiitnient of Col, Smith :is adju- 
tant-general will fail. If Col. Aylmer, 
who is regarded by many as the best 
man for the post, docs not get it. Col. 
Maxwell, of New Brunswick, the senior 
district oflicer, will piobably be success- 
ful. 

Consideration of the remedial bill was 
deferred by the Privy Council until 
Monday. The measure as drafted by 
the sub-committee is not yet printed. 



BEHKING SEA COMMISSION. 

The Finn Stibmitted to the U, S. Govern- 
iiient for Adoption. 

WAsrii.s-ti roN, .Jiin 25.— Secretary Olney 
was called upon to-day by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, British ambassador, wlio 
submitted tlie tinal acceptance by the 
British Government of the plan of a 
Behring Sea commission to pass 
ution the claims of Cana- 
dian sealers seized prior to the 
Paris award. It remains only for the 
President, to submit the jilan to con- 
gress, and as the legislative branch bus 
refused to pay a lunij) sum for the seiz- 
ures, it is considered cei-tain that the colli- 
sion arrangement will be ajiproved. 

It is likely that the President in sub- 
mitting the plans to congress may sug- 
gest once more the desirability of a 
lun!p sum payment as the most expedi- 
tious means of settlement, for the com- 
mission of arbitration, if agreed to, will 
bind the United States to any 
payment awarded, which inay fer ex- 
ceed the lump sum proposed. The com- 
mission is to be composed of one Ameri- 
can commissioner, one Britisli commis- 
sioner, and an umpire to be chosen by 
the two. The personnel of the commission 
has not been suggested, but there is a 
belief that the President of Switzerland 
will be asked to act as umpire, or some 
one designated by him, if the sessions of 
the commission necessitate the presence 
of the um])ire in the country, 

lu view of the pending request of the 
Venezuelan commission to the British 
government, Sir Julian's call at the 
state department on the Behring sea 
matter led to some comment as 
to Great Britain's probable 
answer to the .letter of Justice 
Brewer, transmitted through Secretary 
Olney. but it is understood that the am- 
bassador had no information to impart 
on ibis subject and that the British for- 
eign ofHce has notgivenauy information 
as to its purpose. There is reason 
to believe, however, that there 
will be no action on the Brewer letter 
within a month or more, as the request 
will |,'o thnnigh the usual slow cliannels 
of diplomacy. The answer of Venezuela 
is expected to be delayed until about 
February 14, as the mail transmission of 
the request and answer will take until 
then. 



MR. HANNAFORD RESIGNS. 

Retirement of the Chief Engineer of the 
Grank Trunk. 

^loNTUicAL, Jan. 26. — General Manager 
Hayes, of the Gra"il Trunk railway, ha« 
confirmed the report of the resignation 
of T, Hannaford, who has been chief en- 
gineer of the Grand Trunk for thirty 
years. He will be succeeded by Josepli 
Ilobson. 



SIR FREDERICK LEIGHTON. 

Death of the President of the Royal 
Academy— Died of Heart 
Disease. 

London, Jan. 26. — Lord Leighton, 
better known as Sir Frederick Leighton, 
president of the Royal Academy, is dead. 

lyord Leighton snfTered from a chill this 
morning, followed by a serious afTection 
oi the heart. His condition soon be- 
came critical, and during the afternoon 
he succumbed. John Leighton, F.S. A., 
artist , descended from tiie Leigbtons of 
UlysHOshnven, Forfarshire, was born In 
London, Septenilior 15, 18L'2, and became 
a pu]>il of Mr. Howard, 11. A. His lirst 
published work, aseries of outlines, came 
out in 18-M, but he bad previously con- 
tributed to cartoon exliibitions. His 
eminence as an artist are well known 
and is attested to by bis position at the 
head of the Royal Academy. In June, 
KSoo, lie assisted at Victor Hugo's 
funeral at Paris, and in November of 
the same year was an unsuccessful can- 
didate for the representation of the 
boiough of St. Pancras.

THE NEW CHINA. 

Opening Up of tlie West Kiver to Commerce 
— A Ricli District Keaclieil. 

Tkicix, ,Ian. -ri. — The government has 
agreed to optui the West river, jirovidetl 
China is allowed to retain the ter' itory 
ceded under the Uunnah-China conven- 
tion of 1894. The opening of two ports 
on the West or Sikian river, namely, 
Shoaking and Wuchow, was stipulated 
for by the Japanese as part of the terms 
of peace. The cities of Canton and 
Hongkong are situated on the bay into 
which the West river empties. The 
news that the \Vest river is to be opened 
to foreign trade occasioned no small sat- 
isfaction in Hongkong. The trade of the 
rich province of Yunnan had begun to 
be diverted by the activity of the French 
in Tonquiia from its natural channel 
down the river. The river traverses one 
of the richest and most densely populat- 
ed portions of South China, and the 
Chinese liiive long guarded it against 
[he entrance of foreign conunerce with a 
sort of superstitious reverence. 

The territory on the Mekong which 
has recently peen actiuired by France 
from China by treaty Opens a new route 
to a pill't of this rich country, including 
tiie tea districts. France's success in se- 
curing this territory was a ])art of the 
situation in the far I2nst which hart bi'cn 
most trying to Great Britain since the 
declineof her diplomatic (prestige with 
the China-Japan^'se war, tireat Britain 
claimed that the territory aciiuired by 
France included parts of what was lirit- 
ish Burmah, hut had been ceded by 
Great Britain to China by 11 convention 
which was rati lied in London on August 
23, LSSI!, iu furtherance of Great Brit- 
ain's project of the formation of a buH'er 
state, but with the proviso that China 
should not alienate this territory to any 
other power without the consent'of Great 
Britain. 

By the terms of this convention Chi- 
na, on the other hand, relinquished cer- 
tain territory to Great Britain on the 
delimitation of the frontier between 
China and British Burmah. AVithin a 
few weeks again it was reported as a set 
ofl" to the Chinese concessions to France 
that Great Britain had procured the as- 
sent of China to the cession to Great 
Britain of four states on the Fjurmali- 
Chinest! frontier, giving British trade 
direct access to Suntliern Uliina. Pre- 
sumably C'liiua is now endeavoring to 
st(3]) these encroaclitiients on her south- 
western frontier by agreeing to open the 
West river to commerce. 



AMBASSADOil BAYARD. 

It Is Probable He Will Be Mildly Censnred 
for His Recent Utterances. 

AVakhinoto.n, Jan. 25. — Little doubt is 
left by the action of a special committee 
of the foreign afTairs committee which 
mot to-day that a resolution will be 
brought before the house next week ex- 
pressing disappr'.'val of Ambassador 
liayard's two siieeches, which were 
called to the attention 01 the house by 
Me.«srK. jMcCall and Harrett, of iMassa"- 
chusetts. Tlie purport of the resolution 
will be a mild censure of Ambassador 
Bayard for the two utterances men- 
tioned, and an exi)res8ion of the oj)inion 
of the liousi! that representatives of the 
United States abroad be very disL-reet 
in their public references to home 
I)olitic8. It is understood that the sub- 
committee feel that the present tension 
between the British and American gov- 
ernments over Venezuela constrains 
them to reconnnend a milder form of 
censure than they think the ambassa- 
dor's words would call for under ordi- 
nary circunislancoB. One of them said 
that, while they did not wish to take any 
action that would detract from Mr. 
iJayard's standing with the j)0wer to 
which he is accredited, they did not 
feel justified in ignoring his speeches.

The announcement that 
measures were on foot to induce Sir 
Mackenzie to resign his post as Premier 
and the subsequent iutiiuntion that 
seven ministers luid resif^ned, came as a 
l)olt out of tlie bine. Certainly no one 
anticipated Bucli ii contingency. There 
had been nothing up to that time 
to lead to the conclusion that 
n storm was brewing. It seems, 
iiowever, that in the minds of a few 
nienibera of the Conservative party the 
impression in evailod that a change in 
leadership waH desirable, but the date 
chosen to ])nblish this lact to the world 
was a most unfortunate one. It is im- 
possible to conceive what malifiu intln- 
t'nces iniiM'Ued any j)erson to su^^jrest a 
cluui^re at the jjarticular time at whicli 
it was enforced, and ncjt unnaturally the 
( iovernor-i ieneial had to intervene.

Tlie TirncH chiiices about on Uic hcIiodI 
(|tu'stioii like a pea on a liol u'ri'lillo. It 
jumps irorn one position to iinother in 
the most capricious manner. Havin}? 
found out that we have never asserted 
lliat Manitub;i is bound to )M-ovi(i(! si'par- 
ate schools lor tlie Roman Catholif 
minoi-ity, it says: " Our nc'i{,'hbor sliouUl 
ho able to seu that if the I'roviiiCL' is not 
hound to proviile sepanite schools, the 
Dominion Government is not bound to 
step in and provide them when tlie 
Province refuses to do so." What we do 
see is tliat the Province of Manitoba is 
hound to carry out tlie terms of the 
Federal compact as far as the denomina- 
tional miiiorily i.s concerned, and thiit it 
should not, when tlnit niinoi-ity exer- 
cise their right of apiieal and wiii'ii 
Parliament is asked to consider their 
complaint, to howl " coercion " or to try 
to make the people of the Dominion be- 
lieve that the provincial rights are in- 
vaded. The present aspect of the Man- 
itoba i':ise is so siu:j)l(' that no one need 
make any mistake about it who does 
not want to be perverse and is not wii- 
iully stupid. Here it is : 

The Manitoba minoritj' consider them- 
selves ill-used by the school legislation 
of the proviiu;e. They have the right to 
appeal from tluit legislation, and they 
have appealcil. P;irlianient is the 
tribunal appointed to decide upon tin; 
appeal and to jjrovide a remedy, if, in its 
opinion, a remedy is required. The 
reference to Parliament is about to be 
made. The representatives of the jieo- 
ple of the whole Dominion, us the con- 
stitution of Manitoba provides, are to 
consider the com])laint of tlie .Manitoba 
minority. There has been nothing 
wrong or uncoiiHtitutioual in the whole 
procedure, ^'o decision has yet been 
pronounced. Yet the Manitoba majority 
and their friends are raising a terrible 
uproar. Why? Because the minority 
have taken the ste]is pointed out by the { 
Constitution to obtain ;i rciliess of 
what tbey believe to be a t,'riev;incc 
inflicted on them by tlu' very majority : 
which is now protesting so loudly. ' 

What is our neighbor boggling about? 
Does it deny that the minority have no ' 
right to apply to have what they regard | 
as u serious grievance redressed? Does ! 
it dcnv I be competence of Parliament to 
consitlcr and decide upon the com[)laint ' 
of the minority? I>oes it think tinit it; 
would he fair to compel the minority in | 
Manitoba to suffer what they believe to j 
be a grievous wrong without being I 
allowed to apply the remedy ])rovided ; 
by the Federal coniiiact ior that wrong? j 
If it does it is an advoc;ite of coercion (j1 
the most hateful kind. 



speech it is not a "good' one. This is 'a 

mistake. Politicians of tho best class 
are of opinion that there is in these days 
too much legislation. The ytntuteBook 
is being crammed with laws some of 
which are much too long and many are 
wholly unnecessary. A law in these 
days has had hardly time to get well 
into operation when some one introduces 
a measure to alter and amend it. Laws 
that are not really needed are drawn up 
in a huiry. They are passed without 
due deliberation and it is found that 
tliey are superfluous. Even it they were 
needed many of them for their crudenesa 
would not be workable. It is lucky for 
the law-makers of nearly every country 
that there are so few judges ot what con- 
stitutes a really good law. 

If our legislators would only make up 
their minds to give Iheinselves a rest 
and allow no law to be introduced unless 
there was an urgent necessity for it, we 
would have better laws and they would 
be more effectively and more easily 
administered. We are no', sure 
that the newspapers aiul the 
electors are not responsible fin- a 
great deal of the unnecessary legislation 
that we deplore. As long as a Governor's 
speech ia valued according to the num- 
ber of bills that it foreshadows, and as 
long as electors of a district ex-pect that 
their representative sh.ill, diirini'; his 
term, iiitr(j(lucc one or more mettsures, 
so long will the ingenuity of. govern- 
ments and private uieniljcrs b(^ strained 
to liiid new subjects for legislation. 

The government that does its routine 
work well and administers the finances 
of the country prudently and judicious- 
ly deserves better of the electors than 
the one which is ever on the lookout for 
soiuetliiiig new :iik1 startling to bring be- 
fore the people, and which takes a pride 
In the nunit)er of the measures it intro- 
duces. The work of the government, 
like the work of any other business con- 
cern, consists mainly in doing small and 
apparently unimportant things prompt- 
h' and well, and in paying the grcittest 
attention to what, in the eyes of the un- 
initiated, appear to be trilles. The big 
measures, about which a great tleal of 
noise is made, come before a government 
only once in a while, and are generally 
of far less consequence than they are 
ordinarily supposed to be. 



AN VNKNIGHTLY KNIOET: 

The gratuitous oll'ence which Sirl-lich- 
ard Cartwright ovfered the people of 
Nova Scotia, according to the re- 
port of his speech in the Tor- 
onto Globe, was contained in the 
following words : " Nova Scotia arida 
nutrix Ifiiiiitiii, which if my hon. friend 
from rictou (Sir Charles Ilibbert Tup- 
pcr) will jjermit me I will freely trans- 
late. Nova, Scotia, which has been the 
dry-nurse, and the wet-nurse, too, of 
probably the most pronounced types of 
boodlers this country has ever known." 

That the accusation is false aggra- 
vates its oU'ensiveness. The ])ublicmou 
of Nova iScotia :ue jjietty much like the 
public men of tin: other provinces — some 
good and some bad. Taken by and 
large they are remarkable for 
their ability and integrity. The corrupt 
men among them have been few and are 
little known, while the able men and 
the honest men have been many and 
their countrymen are justly ])roiul of 
them. We are glad to bo able to say 
that it would be unjust and untrue, as 
well as most offensive, to assert that any 
province of this Dominion has been the 
dry-nurse and the wet-nurse of boodlers, 
but of none of the provinces would it be 
more untrue and more unjust than of 
Nova Scotia. It is a thousand pities 
that a man of Sir Richard Gartwright's 
abilities and in his position should have 
so little that is gentle in his spirit, his 
manner and his speech. 

A FATAL DUALITY. 

The Toronto Mail ami iMiipire says: 
There setuns to be a fatal duality in Mr. 
I.aurier's menial constitution which ini- 
ptds him to seize and bold two contrary 
opinions on every siibjiH't. Touching 
that part of the speech from the throne 
which referred to the national defence, 
he mad<^ a speech that would have been 
more fitly divided between a strong op- 
ponent and a warm advocate of meas- 
ures to improve the efficiency of ourmili- 
tary service. On the one hand he re- 
jiroved the Government for jingoism, 
and ileclared that instead of enmity the 
jieople of the United States (^ntertaiiu-d 
love in their hearts for the .British. On 
the other he "(]uite re-echoed every 
word said on tins >iiliji-ct by Mr. McGil- 
livray."

A VIVID PICTURE. 

It is not to be supposed that all the 
native inhabitants of Transvaal are as 
illiberal, as intolerant, as tyrannical and 
us short-sighted as is President Kniger. 
There are among the Boers enlightened, 
tolerant ;ind liberal men who would, if 
they had their way, treat the stranger 
wi'hin their borders as they themselves 
would like to be treated in a foreign 
land. Some of these men find their way 
into the ileliherative councils of the re- 
jmhlic, and although th(!y' are in the 
minority they make their inlliience felt. 
The following extra(;t from the sjieech of 
one of them, delivered in the Volks- 
raad, shows more clearly and more 
convincingly than anything which an 
aggrieved Uitlander could say the con- 
dition in which the Boor republic keeiis 
the aliens who i)ay the tii.\;es and do the 
business of the country. The name of 
the nuMiiber is .leppe, ;in(i the snbje(;t <jii 
which he was speaking was the petition 
for civic rights of 40,000 Uitlanders. He 
said : 

They liiive Si'ttle(l for good ; they have 
built .inhannesburg, one of the wonders 
of the age, now Vidueil at many millions 
sterling, and wliich, in a few siiortyears, 
will ciiiitain from a hundred to 
a hundred and lifty thousand souls. 
They own half the soil. They 
pay at least three-quarters of the 
taxes, nor are they persons who 
belong to a subservient race. They come 
from countries where they freely exer- 
cised political rights, which can never 
long be denied to free-born nu'ii. They 
are, in short, men who in capil;il, energy 
ami endurance !irc at Iciist our eiiiKils, " '

get her, tiKinks to our hiw, into one iMmp. I 
Through iiiir own art, t li is imilt it tide, 
wbicli coiit:iins clenienl.'s which even the ' 
most susjiiidoiis amongst us W(jiil(l not I 
hesitate to trust, is compelled to stand [ 
toget her :ind so to stand on this tiKjst j 
fat;il of ;dl i|iiestions in antagonism to 
us. Istb;itfact alone not sutlicient to 
warn us, ;ind to prove how unstatesman- 
like our jjolicy is? 

What will we do with them now? 
Shall we convert them into friends, or 
shall we send them away once more 
empty, diesalisfied, embittered? What 
will ouranswer be? Dare we refer them 
to the jjresent law, which lirst ex-

That 
is true. Political life ajjjjcars to be 
closetl amongst them. There arc 
no more meetings, no more depu- 
tations ; hut I fear this peace, 
this hopeless, sullen peace. It reminds 
me of tlie calm before the storm. One 
more \yord. It has been stated that 
these people have changed their tactics, 
and that they now hope to gain the 
franchise by sjiending money. A news- 
paper went so hir oven as to say that I 
know of this attemjit. I am "glad my 
name was mentioned, for it gives me the 
opportunity of unhesitatingly denying 
that statement and asserting its absolute 
untrtith. No, g(;ntlemeti, the right to 
vote will never be jMirchased by money 
in this Pepublic, nor will itever, I trust, 
be obtained from lis by force.

Mr. R. J. Glenalvin of Portland, and 
Mr. Robert II. Leadley of Seattle, ar- 
rived iu Victoria yesterday inorniiif; on 
a mission which promises to result in a 
verj' interesting addition to the sport of 
next ainniuer. These gentlemen are in- 
terested in the now I'aciflG Baseball 
J^eague, mention of which has already 
been made in this paper, and they wish 
to establish Victoria as a member of the 
playing circuit. Portland, Taconia and

This conclusion is 
based largely upon the eneoTj-ragement 
which prominent business men gave to 
the scheme, for they recognize that it 
will advertise Victoria in every place, 
not only on the Coast but throughout 
Amcrii'a, where an interest is tal;en in 
baseball. The f.eagao, it may be mon- 
tionod, liiis an arran;_'emeiit with tlic 
Associated Press whereby the result of 
evey game played on its circuit is triven 
the wide pnbliidty whicli tliat excellent 
telegraphic sin'vice affords. 

This is (if course a |)rofessional League, 
and the jnolcssional game will under 
these ausjiiccs Ije seen for the first time 
in Victoria, Tlie business of signing 
players has already been commenced in 
the three cities named, and most of 
these players are secured from the East, 
and it is needless to say that none but 
firpj-class talent will be engaged.

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CHAPTER VII. 
Skipping over itiaiiy iiuimportant p;a-- 
* ticulara of <nu- liviviiij^ Edmonton, of 
onr liuding Don Haucho/O at the Turk, iii 
Gracious street, of our going thoiico ( the 
next day) to Qravesend, of our prepara- 
tion there for voyage, I come now to our 
embarking, tlio lOtli Maryh, in tho 
Boll, for Bnr(l(\iux, in Franco. Nor 
tiliall I dwell long on tliut joiirnoy, nei- 
ther, which was (sxcccdinglv lon^ anil 
painful, hy rea.son of our uearuig tlie 
equinoctials, wiiicli dashed us frrnn our 
course to that degree that it was tlio 
2Cth before we readied our port and 
cast anchor in still water. And all 
tho.so days wo were jirostrated with 
sickness, and especially Jack Dawson, 
because of his fall habit, so that he de- 
clared ho would rattier ride a horsobacl; 
to tlie end of tlio earth than go ;inotlier 
niilo on sea. 

Wo staid in Bordeaux, which is a 
noble town, but dirty, four days to re- 
fresli ourselves, and hero the don lodged 
us in a lino inn and fed us on tlio best, 
and also he made us \my now olotlu'.'. 
iuid lii.'^u (which wo sadly needed aftei 
the pickle we had lain iu a fortnight) 
and cast away our old, but no more; 
than was necessary, saying 'twould ht 
better to famish ourselves with fresli 
lineu as wo needed it than carry bag- 
gage, etc. "And let all you buy bo good 
goods," sayH lio, "for in this country 
a man is valued at what ho seems, and 
the innkeepers do go in such fear of 
their seigneurs that they will charge 
him less for entertainment than if be 
were a mean fellow who could ill afford 
to pay. " ■ 

So not to displease him we dressed 
ourselves in the Frencli fashion, more 
richly tlian ever wo had been clad in 
our li ves, and especially Moll did profit 
by tliis occasion to furnish herself like 
any duchess, so tliat Dawson and I 
drew lots to decide which of us should 
present tho bill to Don Sanchez, tliink- 
ing he would certainly take exception 
to onr extravagance, but ho did not so 
much as raise his eyoln-ows at tln^ total, 
but paid it withiait ever a glance at the 
items.

On the last day of March wo set forth 
for Toulouse. At onr starting Don San- 
chez bade Moll ride by his side, aud so 
wo, not being bid, foil behind, and, 
feeling awkward in our new clothes, wo 
might very well have been taken for 
their servants or a pair of ill bred 
friends at tho best, for our Moll carried 
herself not a whit less magnificent than 
tho dou, to tho admiration of all who 
looked at her. 

To see these grand airs of hers charmed 
Jack Dawson. 

"Yon SCO, Kit," wliispers he, "what 
an apt scholar tho minx is, aud what an 
obedient, dutiful, good girl. One word 
from mo is as g(jod a.s six months' school- 
ing, for all tliis comes of that lecture I 
gave her the last night we were at Ed 
moDton. " 

I would not deny liiin tlii> satisfactioi; 
of {his belief, but T t'clt prelty sure that 
had she been ridijig betwixt us iu her 
old gown, instead of beside the don us 
his daughter, all her father's preiwhing 
would not havo staid lier from behav- 
ing herself like an nrango weneh. 

We journey by easy stages ten days 
through Toulouse, on the road to Per- 
pignan, aud being favored with remark- 
ably fiuo weatlier, a bluo sky and a 
bright sun above us, and at every turn 
Bomethiiig (■( range or beautiful toad- 
mire, no ]iloasur(* jaunt in tho world 
could liavo been niort! delightful. At 
fvery inn (wliicli hero they call licitel.--) 
\.e found good beds, good food, excel- 
lent wiuo and v, ( rn treated like princes, - 
go tluit Daw.-i( n ami I would gladly havo 
given nj) our iironiiso of a fortune to 
bavo lived ijj this manner to the end of 
onr days. But Don Biiuchoz professed to 
hold all ou this side of the Pyr(<nee.K 
mountains in great contempt, siiying 
these hotels were as iiotliiiig to the 
Spanish posadas, that the people hero 
would rob you if they dared, whereas, 
on t'other side, not a Spaniard would 
take so much a.-; the hair of your horse's 
tail, though In; wero at the last extrem- 
ity; that tho food was not fit for aught 
but a Frenchman and so forth. And 
our Moll, catching this humor, did also 
turn up her nnso at overylliing she was 
offered and would send away a bottle 
of wine from the table bceauso 'twas 
not ripe CJiougli, though but a few 
weeks bofori; sho had been drinking 
penny alo witli a relish, aud that as sour 
as verjuice. And indeed sho did carry 
it migiity liigh and artificial wherever 
respect and humility were to bo com- 
manded. 

But it was pretty to see how sho 
would unbend and beooBie her 'natural 
self where her heart WaS touched by 

Romo tender .':ontinient, how sho would 
empty lier pockets to give to any one 
with a piteous talc, how sho would get 
from her horse to pluck wild flowers by 
the roadside, and how, one day, .over- 
taking a poor woman carrying a child 
painfully on her bac-k, she must have 
the littlo ouo up on her lap and carry it 
till WG roachecl tlio hamlet whnro tho 
woman lived, (^tc. On tho tenth da}- wo 
staid at St. Denys, luid, going tlienoo 
tho next morning, had traveled but a 
couple of honrg when wo wore caught 



in a violent storm of hailstones, lus big 
as peas, that Avas sns opt with incredible 
force by a win'd rushing through a deep 
ravine in the mountains, bo that 'twas 
as much as we could make headway 
through it and gain a village whic^h lay 
but a littlo distiijjco from us. And hero 
wo were forced to stay all day by an- 
other storm of rain, that followed the 
hail and continued till nightfall. M:uiy 
others besides ourselves were compelled 
to seek refuge at our inn, and among 
them a company of Spanish muleteei-s, 
for it seems wo wero conio to a pa.«.s 
leading throngh tho mountains into 
Spain. These wero tho first Spaniards 
we had yet seen (save the don), and for 
all wo had lieard to their credit, we 
could not admire ihv.tu greatly, being a 
low browed, coarse featured, ragged 
crow, aud more pictuiosquo than clean- 
ly, besides stinking intolerably of gai-- 
lic. By nightfall there was more com- 
pany than tho inn could accnmmodate ; 
nt^vortlMdess, in respect to our quality, 
wo wero given tho best room iu thi; 
house to ourselves. 

About 8 o'clock, as we were about to 
sit down to supper, tho innkcopor comes 
ill to tell us that a Spanish grandeo is 
bolow, who has been traveling for hours 
iu tho storm, aud then she a.«ks very 
humbly if our cxcollencios will porniit 
her to lay him a bed in our room when 
we have done with it, as she can bestow 
him nowhere else (tho muleteers filling 
her house to tho vei-y cockloft) and has 
not thi> heart to scud him ou to St. De- 
nys in this pitiless driving rain. To this 
Don SonchOK replies that u Spanish geu- 
tlcmau is welcome to all we can offer 
him, and tli(uewith sends down a 
mighty civil uies.^age, begging his com- 
pany at our talile. 

Moll has just tinio to wiiip ou a piece 
of finery, and we to put on onr best 
nianiu'rs, when tho lumllady returns, 
followed hy a stout, robu.st SpaniiU'd, 
iu an old coat several times too small 
for liiiu, whom sho introduced as Dob 
Lopez do Calvados. 

Don Lopez makes us a reverence, and 
then, with his shoulders up to his ears 
and like gestures, makes us a harangue 
at some length, but this, being Spanish, 
is as heathen Greek to u.s. However, 
Don Sanchez explains that onr visitor is 
excusing his appearance ns being forced 
to change his wet clothes for what tho 
iimkeoper can lend him, and so we. 
grinning to express our amiability, all 
sit down to tablo and set to — JNIoll with 
her most fiuieking, delicate airs and 
graces, aud Dawsou and I silent as 
frogs, witlj onderstimdiug notliing of 
the dons' conversatiou. This, wo learn 
from Don Sanchez after supper, has 
turned chiefly on tho best moans of 
crossing into Spain, from which it ap- 
pears there are two passes through the 
mountains, both leading to the same 
town, but one more circuitous thon tho 
other. 

Don Lopp-z has conio by tho latter be- 
cause tho fonner is used by tho mule- 
teers, who are not always tho most pleas- 
ant companions ono can havo in a dan- 
gerous road, and for this reason ho rec- 
ommends us to tako his way, espi'cially 
as wo have a young lady with us, which 
will bo the more priicticablo, as the same 
guides wliu conducted him will bo only 
too glad to servo ns ou thoir return the 
next inorning. To this proposition wo 
very rendily agree, and supper being 
ended Don .Sanchez .sends for tho guides, 
two hardy niiamtaiueer.'-, who very 
readily agree to tako us tliis way the 
nest morning if the weather permits. 
Aud so wts nil, wishing Don Lopez a 
good night, go to onr several chambers. 

I was awoke in tho middle of tho 
night, :\s it seemed to nio, by a great 
commotion bolcjw nf Spanish shouting 
aud roaring, with much jingling of bolls, 
and looking out of the window I per- 
ceived lanterns luuigiiig hero and there 
in tho courtyard aud the muleteers ptick- 
iiig tlitnr goods to depart, with a fine 
clear sky full fjf stars overhead. And 
Bciirco liad I turned into my warm bod 
again, thanking God I wsis no muleteer.

when in comes the dou with a caudle to 
say that the guide will have us moving 
at onco if we would reach Ravello8(our 

Spanish town) before night. So I to 
Diivson's c.htinibor, and ho to Moll's, 
and 111 a littlo while avo wore all shiv- 
oriug dov.'n in the great kitchen, wliore 
is never a innletcer left, but' only a great 
stench of gtirlic, to out a mess of soup 
very hot and comforting. Audoftcrtbat 
out into tho dark (there being as yet 
but a faint flush of green and primrose 
color toward tho oast), where four fresh 
Eiulcs (which Dou Sanchez overnight 
had bargained to exchange against our 
horses as being tho onlyjcind of cattle fit 



for this service) are voting for us, with 
two other mules belonging to our guides, 

all vory cm-iously trapped out with a 
network of wool and littlo jingling bolLs. 

Then when Don Sanchez had solemn- 
ly debated whether we should not 
avfake Don Lopez to say farewell, and 
wo had persuaded him that it would bo 
kinder to let him sleep on, wo mounted 
into OUT high, fantastic saddles, aud set 
out toward tho mountains, our guides 
leading, and we following as close upon 
their heels as onr mules could get, but 
by no guidauco of ours, though we held 
tho reins, for those creatures are vory 
sagacious and so pertinacious and opin- 
ionated tliat I believe tliougli you pulled 
thoir lioiuls off they would yet go thoir 
own way. 

Our roiid at first lay across a flat 
plain, very wild and scrubby, as I im- 
agine, by the freiiui>nt deviations of our 
boast, aud then through a forest of 
coarse oaks, which keep tlieir leaves all 
tho year tlirougli, aud hero, by reason 
of the great sliadi^, wo went, uot laiow- 
ing whither, as if blindfold, only wo 
wore conscious of being on rough, rising 
ground by tho jolting of our mules and 
tho clatter of their hoofs upon stones; 
but after a wearisome, long spell of this 
business, tho trees growing more scat- 
tered and a thin gray li^iht crei^ping 
through, wo could make out tluit we 
wero all together, which was some com- 
fort. From those oaks we passed into a 
wood of cliestnuta, and still going up 
aud up, but bj' such dovloms, unseen 
ways that I think no man, stranger to 
the.so p;irts, could pick it out for himself 
iu broad daylight, we came thence into 
a great stretch of pine tre«s, \rlth great 
rocks scattered among them, as if some 
mountain had been blown up aud fallen 
in a huge shower of fragments. 

Aud so, still forover toiling and 
scrambling upward, wo found om'solves 
about 7 o'clock, as I rfiould judgo by 
tho light beyond the trees aud upon tlio 
side of the mountain, with tho whole 
campaign laid out liko a cJirpot under 
us ou one side, prodigious slopes of rock 
on either hnsd, with only a shrub or a 
twisted flr here and there, and on the 
forest side a horrid stark ravine with a 
cascade of water thundering down in its 
midst, and apeak rising beyond, covered 
with snow, which glittered in the sun- 
light like a monstrous heap of white 
salt 

After resting at this point half an 
hour to breathe our mules, tho guides 
got into thoir saddles, and wo did like- 
wise, and so on again along tho side of 
tho ravine, only not of a cluster as here- 
tofore, but ono behind tho other in a 
long lino, tlie mules falling into this 
order of themselves as if they had trav- 
eled tho path a limidred times, but 
thorn was no means of going otherwise, 
tho path being atrociously narrow and 
steop, aud ouly fit for wild. goats, there 
being no landrail, coping or anything in 
the world to stay one from being hurled 
down 1,000 feet, and tho mnuntaiu sides 
BO inclined that 'twas a miraclo the 
mules could find foothold aud keep thoir 
balauca From tho bottom of tho ravine 
canio a constant roar of falling water, 
though wo could spy it only now and 
then leaping down from one chasm to 
auother, mid more than onco our guides 
would cry to us to stop, aud that where 
onr mules had to keep shifting thoir 
feet to get a hold, while some huge bowl- 
der, loosened by the night's nun, flew 
down across our path in terrified bounds 
from tho heights above, making tho 
very mountain treniblo with tho shock. 

Not a word spoke we ; nay, we had 
scarce courage at times to draw breatli 
for two hours and more of this fearful 
pas.sage, witli no encouriigemeDt from 
our guides save that one of them did 
coolly tako out a knifo and pool im ou- 
ion as though ho had been on a level, 
broad road, and thon, reaching a fiat 
space, we came to a stand again boforo 
an ascent that promised to be worse 
than that we had done. Here wo got 
down, Moll clinging to our hands and 
looking around her with huge, frighted 
eyes. 

"Shall we soon be there?" she asked. 

And, tho dca putting this question in 
Spanifili to tho guides, tlioy pointed up- 
ward to a gap filled with snow, and an- 
swered that was tho highest point This 
was some consolation, though we could 
not regard the rugged way tiiat lay be- 
twixt us and that without quaking. In- 
deed, I tliought that even Don Sanchez, 
despite the cidm, unmoved countenance 
ho over kept, did look about him with a 
certain kind of uneasintts. However, 
taking example from our guides, we un- 
loosed our saddlebags, aud laid out our 
store of victuals with a hogskin Of wino 
which rekindled onr spirits prodigiously. 

While w« were at this repast our 

guides, starting as if they had caught a 
pound (though wo hetird nono savo tho 
horrid bursting of water), look«i down, 
and one of them, clapping *«) diaty 
fingers in bis month, mmlo a shrul whis- 
tle. Thou wo, looking down, presently 
spied two mules far below on tho path 
wo had come, but at sucii a distance 
that we could scarce make out whether 
they were mounted or not. 

"Who are they?" asks Don Sanchez 
sternly, as I miimiged to understand. 

"Friends," replies onoof the fellows, 
with a grin that seemed to lay his face 
in two halves.

Some little excitement was caused 
along tlie waterfront yesterday morning 
through the report that a ship was 
ashore near Discovery Island . Residents 

of Oak b.'iy could (listinctly see the craft 
but no one fieenied to know lier exact 
trouble or her nimie. The Uliariner on 
f;oing up to Vancouver passed 
the vessel but it was then 
blowing hard and tlie sea was running 
high. (.)n her return iiotliiiii,' was seen 
of her and IJiscovery island was viewed 
ill vain. But this was uot tlie only dis- 
appointment over the supposed wreck. 
At about noon the tug Constance with 
Captain John Irving and others 
aboard went out to Discovery island but 
returned without even getting a glimpse 
of the vessel, which bad just proceeded 
on her way a short time before. She is 
believed to have been the ship Prince 
Albert, which left Royal Roads lor Van- 
couver in tow of tho tug Active Friday 
evening. There was a blinding snow 
storm at the time, and it is the belief 
of the ship's agents hero that the sliip, 
lindiiig lier way close in shore, drop))e<l 
anchor and awaited liner weather.

Where car^o 
will be found to lill her is something of 
a problem, but such matters usually ad- 
just tlieniselves, and provided freights 
are made cheap enough, cargo will no 
doubt be forthcoming. At any rate it is 
a matter for congratulation that year by 
year the standard of vessels coming 
this way is improving, both as to size 
and carrying power. It goes to show 
that the cajiacity of this province to ab- 
sorb large cargoes keejjs pace with the 
increased facilities for iuoviii)t them.

Campos' Removal llie Rpsnlt of a 
Conepiraej— Another liebel 
Defeat. 



Maukid, Jan. 25. — Under all the cir- 
inimstauces particularly the fact that a 
considerable amount of treasure must 
be expended by Spain if the insurrec- 
tion is to be quelled by force of arms it 
is not aBtoiiishing that a feeling in iav.or 
of some compromise arrangeineiit is 
steadily growing. The military anthm i- 
ties art! drawing all the troojis possilde 
from the eastern part of Cuba, as that 
part of the island, especially the prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba, is rapidly re- 
suming a peaceful aspect, owing to the 
fact that nearly all the insurgents have 
moved westward. 

The removal of Cen. Campos was the 
result of a conspiracy against him. lie 
refused to resign, and jilaced himself in 
the haiiila of the Spanish ministry. The 
resiionsibility was thrown on the latter. 
The grealest'dillicully in the way of the 
success of the jilot was the l.Jiieeii Ke- 
gent of Sjiaiii, wdio is a devoted friend of 
(ien. Campos, whom she regards as a 
father to her. Her consent was neces- 
sary before Gen. Campos could iie re- 
moved. It was represented to the (Jiiceii 
thai the life of the captain-general was 
in danger from the Havana mob; that 
his valor and tenacity would ])ievent 
him ifrom avoiding or yielding, and the 
only safe thing to do to get him out of 
the wav was to recall him. Tbe fact was 
ignored that Havana was perfectly quiet ; 
that there were plenty of troops within 
call and that Gen. Campos himself re- 
[lorted no disorder. 

The (iucen consented toliis recall, and 
the enemies of the General triumphed. 
Imniediali^ly after the onlor had been 
issued she addressed along cable mes- 
sage to tiiiii. Campos, informing him 
that she believed iiini to lie in danger. 
She renewed her coiiliilence and regiird, 
and altogether sent a sincere friendly 
message that ex))ri'ssed her heart's feel- 
ings, (ien. Campos understood the sit- 
uation perfectly. lie iletermiiied to go 
home iintraninieled. He ileclined a 
highly honorable postoll'ered him by the 
government, and will immediately re- 
sume his place as a senator of Spain. 

The Queen Regent has confirmed the 
nomination of the Marquis de Talmero- 
la, to be secre'c.ary to the Governor-Gen- 
eral, and al.so of .Senop Garcia Busto, to 
be comptroller of the finances of Cuba. 
,Iosc lOlbia, a well known Cuban of Ha- 
vana, sent to Spain, has been deporteil, 

11 WANA, ,Iaii. L'.'i.— Col. tlalbis, of the 
.<piUiisb tinny, who has been in ]nirsnit 
of Gen. tiome/, commaniler-iii-cliief of 
the insurgent forces, telegraiihcd to-diiy ; 
''I started from San I'ilijie to Poso Pe- 
dondo. Learning at the latter jdace 
that the enemy was crossing the line be- 
tween these towns, I returned to cut 
them oir at Puntii I^rava, meeting the 
main force, and succeeded in placing 
myself in theii midst. 1 followed the 
enemy from San Raphael to tjuivican, 
causing them many losses. Live men 
were killed by our guerillas. The en- 
gagement lasted from 4 a.m. till 11 p.m. 
'rwo rebels who were captured say that 
Gomez sufTered from a bullet wound in 
the leg received on January 18, in the 
fight at Lagia. The death of the in- 
surgent leader Simon Sanchez, from a 
wound received in an engagement with 
the Spanish troojis, is coiilirmed. The 
insurgent bands coinmandetl l)y Garcia 
and Hobaii, while on the way to Cer- 
vantes, burned tliree culverts anil at- 
tacked a fort on the river Camajani. 
They were repulsed with a loss of four 
killtid."

Coleman Island, Near Port Arthur, the Pro- 
perty of the United States. 

TiUio.NTo, .Ian. 'J5. — (Sjiecial) — In Lac 
la Croix, west of Port Arthur, lies Cole- 
man island. For some time it lias been 
a matter of doubt whether it belonged to 
the United Sttites or Canada, and re- 
cently the Ontario government went 
BO far as to survey it. Frank 
Gardiner, an .-Vmerican, of Port 
Artliur, wrote to the Washington 
authorities comiilainiiig of this action, 
threatening that there would be trouble 
if an attempt were made to cut pine 
from the timber limits of the island.

In 
the couiso of its peri-grinations the in- 
strument is governed by local customs, 
iiiid ticccrdiiig to their nature aro exo- 
cutioijs iKiinful or painless. 

In some depurtmeuts the condemned 
is slowly taken to the place of execution 
through the streets, and toilet details 
depend on local precedents. 

Not long ago a iirisoncr was taken to 
early m.-iss, and meanwhile the instru- 
ment of death u'waited him by the church 
door. 

In Paris onl.yl.o minutes intorvouo 
from the waking of the prisoner to the 
fall of his head iu tho basket, but iu the 
country the hungry knife is sometimes 
allowed to wait for its victim for hours.
